west, a mile and a half from there, pushing on their 
picquets about a mile and a half towards us. 1 sent 
out a Cavalry Patrol on the 5th instant, to reeon- 
noitre the enemy's position, and finding that they 
were likely tu remain there, J determined upon mov-

T ace 
cordingly 
marched from

2 o'clock 4. s¢., for Kintoor, taking the Enropean In- 
fantry on elephants, and using bullocks to draw the 
Artillery. thereby easing the horves and enabling all to 
go fresli into action. I halted a short time before day- 
break, and about 6 o'clock the enemy's advunced pice 
quet was distinctly visible, upon which [ ordered the 
Cavalry to drive in the same, and ascertain the exact

under Lieutenant Swinton, and Kuppurthullah Con.

Cavalry, and one of the Banaee Rajah's guns, on tho 
first day ; and on the seoond day with the re-inforce- 
ment sent up from Bustee of 2 guns and 80 men 
Pearl's Naval Brigade, 70 men 13th Light Infantry, 
and half a Troop Bengal Yeomanry Cavalry. On tho 
28th the enemy suffered a loss of about 60 killed and 
wounded. On the 30th the enemy were driven from a

The Cavalry charged and broke the Rebels, 
who, on retiring and fighting desperately, lost a num- 

er. 

Mr, Garstin, the Magistrate, who accompanied the 
expedition, counted in one place 88 bodies all of Sepoys ; 
in the standing corn where the first collision took 
place, a greater number are said to have been killed; 
five more were killed in the village of Keree; and I 
think T inay say that sixty is below the number of 
those who were killed. 

‘The enemy were completely broken, but our success 
was purchased dearly, In almost the firat part of the 
conflict, the gallant Nason fell, shot dead; in a few 
seconds afterwards, the gallant Douglas received a 
mortal wound, from which he haa sinee died. Both 
these invaluable Officers were shot in the same place ; 
in the centre of the body. 

The horses of the Cavalry being completely worn 
out, they halted; 1 came up with the Infantry, but 
the enemy had all disappoared. 
vanced on the village of Keree, with the whole 

fully expecting that the village was ocenpiod. 
I formed the Detachment in regular order, sending the 
Cavalry, divided into two equal portions, on the right 
and leit of the villages the Infantry advanced on and 
into it; the village, which wax avery long one was 
ctelywlererted; according to instruetion it was 
but with only partial suecess, as the houses 
were all tiled; however good deal of it was destroyed. 

T remained with the whole Force at Koree until 2 
P. a: the object of the expedition being then fully ac- 
complished, 1 commenced my march back to the 
Steamer, which I reached at 8 P.M. The force of the 
sun was dreadful, and the brave Soldiers of Her Maj 
ty’a 8tth Foot euffered very much ; a number of them 
were struck down by the sun, but by God's blessing, on 
the untiring efforts of Assistant Surgeon Eteson, of the 
20th Punjab Infantry, none died. 

Tustead of 4 miles to Keree, and 4 back as you were 
Jed to believe, we had to march upwards of 24 miles 
before we got back to the Steamer. The Ivfantry 
portion of the Force arrived back here at 3 A. N. 
to-day. ‘The Cavalry, who from the time they started 
from Buxar, to the time of their return, a little more 
than twenty-four hours, had marched fully fifty miles, 
had fought an action in dreadfully swampy ground, got 
back here a short time hefore us. 

I have the honor to bear my testimony to the good 
conduct md perseverance of all the Force, and the 
cheerful endurance of a very trying day's labour. 

L would wish particularly to notice the exertions of 
Assistant Surgeon Etexon, who being the only Medical 

the Force, performed the duty of two Me- 
rs, to the satisfaction ofall. 

‘Three men of the Military Train and one of the 4th 
Madras Light Cavalry, were slightly wounded; many 
horses were wounded ‘more or less, and one belonging 
to the Military ‘Train being unable to move, I ordered 
it to be shot.

when the wator toa no rapidly, that no further progres 


could be made, ayd it was with difficulty that I could 
recross that portion of the Forcu which had already 

over. After doing so, the river to iny reat and 
the nullah to my front roae to xo great a height, that 
I was obliged to halt till the 30th instant. 


During the halt it was with the utmost difficulty 
that I could obtain supplies, and it was only by the 
construction of rafts, and by the employment of” some 
men of the 12th Regiment Native Infantry, (expert 
swimmers) that L was enabled to. procure stipplies for 
the subsistence of the Troops, and ILorses of the Artil- 
lery and Cavalry. During this protracted delay, 1 was 
receiving intelligence of the Rebels being at Keera, 
Jellodra, Maunpoora, Hora and Mundelgurh. 

On the 31st at 10 A. a, the nullah becoming for- 
dable, I crossed the Force over, encamped the Cavalry 
and Infantry just across the nullah,

mud. 

On the Ind August at 2! T marched to Tookra, 
distant 5 miles; the road most difficult for Artillery, 
and it was with the greatest exertions that the Troop 
Hore Artillery hel the encamping ground, De- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, and part. of the bagwage, sick, 
carts, &c,, did not arrive till the next morning. 

On the 8rd August 1 obliged to halt as the 
road ahead which | had directed to be examined, was

On the 4th August, having diseovered another route, 
marched to Jobaypore, where I received information 
of the Rebels being ab Mundelgurh, > 

Tt was my intention to have resumed my march on 
the Sth, but I wax prevented in consequence of the 

want of carriage with the Force, great numbers of 
camels having died on the march from Indagurh to 
Boondlec, and during the eleven days’ detention at Nowa- 
gaum and Manglee, ox also on the march to Jo- 
haypore. 

On the moming of the Gth I marched to Kujoora, 
where information was brought that the Rebelo were 
erossing the Bunnass River at the Turbaace ford, and 
intended to march to Bhechwara. 

On the morning of the 7th 1 


swollen stroam in front of Mangleo ; yet in spite of 
these difficulties, added to the loss of 8 large number 
of our baggage camels, the Troops héd marched up. 
wards of 240 miles from the dato of leaving, till joining 
the Hoad Quartera Camp ; and though I was unable to 
overtake the Rebels, yet they were €0 constantly kept 
on the move, that they were prevented from plunder.

‘The conduct of the Troops was admirable ; they met 
every difficulty and privation with the utmost cheer 
fulnoss; and from the Commanding Officers of the dif. 
ferent Detachmonts of the Force, I have received tho 
most cordial support. 

‘A mative gentleinan, Moulvee Mahomed Moheedeem, 
Yakvel of Jeypore, who accompanied me through tho 
pursuit, rendered me so much good aerviee, (in procur- 
ing information, carriage, supplies, &c.,) that I beg 
strongly to recommend him to the Major General's 
consideration.

2. I reserve fora future di on the termi- 
nation of this duty, the Weta ay , 
merely observing that our march has beer’ succes a, 
and that the enemy evacuated every placo 1 have 
named, in succession, ax we approached ; but on the 
ovening of the 6th instant, when encamped about 6 
miles from Entowa, and 15 or 16 from Kothee, I 
received lntelligence that they had rallied to the ex- 
tent of 4 or 5,000 men, and were determined to make 
a stand ut, or near thin place, moreover, that they 
had driven off, fired upon, and wounded one of @ party 
sent by mo to repair the difficult Pass of Punghater, 
where they intended to dispute our further progress. 


8, We were under arms at 4 4, 2, 0n the 6th 
and reached the ghit about 7, when the enemy ap- 
peared in large numbers, many Bengal Sepoys and 
some Sowars being with them; they had taken the 
precaution to crown the heights commanding the 
‘ass, and presented a somewhat formidable appear- 
ance’to my gallant little band ; however, I led the 
vanced guard, composed of a party of Her Majesty's 
43rd Light Infantry, and of the Ist Regiment Native 
Infantry, Commanded by Ensign Young, of the former 
Regiment, in skirmishing order, to within 200 yards 
of the gorge, the main body being in reserve, a por- 
tion of them protecting the guns. I also sent a 
similar party to the advanced guard, under Captain 
Rishton, of the 1st Regiment Native Infantry, direct- 
ly up the thickly wooded hill on our right, ‘and run- 
ning parallel to the Pass, our left being protected by 
a deep ruvine, also covered with thick jungle, with 
instructions to crown the sunmit and sweep the brow 
of the bill right shoulders forward, so as to join the 
advanced guard in its ascent, a duty Captain Rishton 
well performed, Meanwhile, Captain Palmer, of the 
Royal Artillery, prepared his guns for action, the 
enemy during this timo, keeping up a desultory but 
very harmless fire, which we did not return until all 
was ready, when I ordered the Pass to be forced. 
‘aptain Palmer's guns and mortars playing with ad- 
mirable precision, over the heads of the edvancing 
skirmishers. ‘Tho sound of the guns, bursting of the 
shells, and the sight of the Europeans, seemed to 
terrify the enemy ; for before we had proceeded 500 
yards, he tuned and fled in all directions into the 
dense nd almost impervious jungle, leaving us in 
possession of a ghit which 600 brave men could easily 
defend against 10,000! 








4. After 4 short halt at the top of the Pass, to 
bring up tho guns, we agai moved on, and in about 
an hour came in sight of another body of the enemy, 
apparently and outpost, 4 or 500 strong, who moved 
off on our approach, but as there was a small open 
space between them and the jungle, to which the 
rapidly retired, I had ag opportunity to cut up covered 
of them, by a dashing charge of the Seikh Horse, 
under Jemadar Nadan Sing, and Hydrabad Sowars, 
under Jemadar Novinya Inayut Oolla Begh, headed 
Lieutenant and Adjutant Gompertz, of the Ist Regi- 
ment Native Infantry, aud Lieutenant Wood, of the 
Engineers ; by this time it was moon, I therefore 
halted to refresh the men, who were much exhausted 
by their morning's work, but in high spirits and ready 
to push on, which I determined to do, as I had reason 
to ative the main body were still in our front; we 
reached Kothee, at about 6 Pp. u,, and found that the 
enemy had abandoned their position some hours 
previously, before we could have surmounted the Pass, 
and evidently in the utmost confusion, gigng from 
the atate oftheir encampment, Radho Govind's tent 
being amongut the spoils !

6. The Troops throughout this trying dey, for they 
were fourtesn hours under arms, Sheed al the best 
qualities of British Soldiers, and if gullant bearing 
and ardont purmit could have secured the prize, 
they would assuredly have won it! I trust the Ma- 
ie ‘General would approve their conduct, and submit it 

the favourable consideration of His Excelloncy the 
Commander-in-Chief in India, and of the a8

7. Is is almost impossible to estimate the Camal- 
ties on the part of the enemy, in such an affair and 
in such thick jungle, as T have described, but from 
what I heard and saw, I do not think they could 
have oxcooded 40 or 50; our own loss being blank !

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4 Aftér tro hours’ halt to refresh the Troops, I 
advanced t Kaopore, a village situated at the junotion 
of the to Rampore Kussieh, and Kythola 
and where the road is traversed by a large swamp, that 
extanded laterally some miles across my front, there 
wore but two paseages across it, both bing impasaable 
for guns or Sage by halting in this position I 
could attack Kythola, threaten Rampore Kussiah, 
and passage ucrass the swamp could be made during 
the night. * 

5. Upon summoning Kythola, it was found to bo 
evacuated, the garrison having aleo retired upon Ram- 
pore Kussiah, abondoning the entrenchments and a few 
stand of arms. 

6. Owing to the exertious of Lieutenant Seratchley, 
Commanding the Royal Engineers, with this Foro 
assintod by the Delhi Pionvors, the causeway was re- 
ported practicable the following moming at 8 a. x., 
the 8rd November.

8. Upon approaching that place, the country 
became vory close and intricate, being covered with 
large clumps of trees, low brushwood and standing In- 
dian-corn, rendering it impossible to see more than a 
fow yards, either to the front or flanks ; great caution 
had therefore to be observed in the advance ; the enemy 
however, did not make uso of the advantages of ground 
thus offered to him. 

9. The Force arrived in front of Rampore Kussiah 
about 10 4.4. Upon recomnoitring the place, I found 
it to consist of an elaborate system of entrenchments

10, The works immediately in my front consisted | 


of aline of six bastions, connected by curtains, con- 
structed across a neck of land, formed by a deep bend 
ofthe river to the northward.

This work 
wa flanked on its right, and taken in reverse by the 
worka opposite bank of the river. 

1L The north and east sides, and the southwest 
angle of the works, wero surrounded by a denee jungle 
of prickly thorn; onthe south and north-west sides, 
the ground was comparatively clear but broken wooded 
and every available spot covered with Indian-corn 
rendoring it impossible to see more than the crest of 
the parapet. 

12. The works were surrounded by a ditch, that 
L had boon informed, waa 15 feet broad and 25 feet 
deep, which was subsequently found to be wucarly cor- 
rect. The ditch was covered in front by an abaitis of 
prickly thorn.

14, Thore.were 17 guns and 5 mortars in the place 
(two of these were upwards of 8 inches in diamoter.) 
‘The garrison consisted of between 4,000 and 5,000 
men, about 2,000 being mutinous Sepoys, principally of 
tho 17th, 28th, and Regiments, who could be 
plainly discerned on the parapets, dressed in red, and 
Some in the same -ooloured linen uniform, with red

15, Having reccived information that tho left, or 
lust extremity of the advanced ontrenchmnent, rested 
on the jungle, ‘and that the work had not been conti-

17. The heavy Battery, Royal Artillery, consisting 
of two 8-inch howitzers, and two 8-inch mortars, under 
the Command of Major LeMessurier, C, B., was formed 
on the creat of this eminence, protected on its left 
the Kort of Agaiya, in which a Company of the ak 
Highlanders was placed. A Company of the same 
Ttegiment under Captain Currie was directed to akir« 











mish in tho broken ground, in front of the Battery, ae 
sharpshooters, to keep down the fire of the enemy from 
the entrenchments ; this it did very effectually. The 
4th Company Royal Engineurs_ was also posted with 
the heavy Battery. On the right, I placed the Right 
Wing of the 9th Punjaub Infantry, under Captain 
Thelwall, H. M.'s 24th Regiment, who Commands 
that Corps, with instructions to forco his way through 
the jungle, and endeavour to tum the left of the en- 
trenchment, 


18. The Ist Punjaub Cavalry, under Major Hughes 
was divided into two bodies, and one placed on each 
flank, to endeavour to discover any fords across the 
river, to prevent the passage of them by the enemy, 
and to complete the investment on this side, 


19. The strength of my Foree did not allow of any 
bodies of Troops, being detached across the river, to 
‘invest the northern front. 


20, The remainder of the Force was held in reserve 
under Colonel Tuylor, C. B., Commanding 79th High- 
landers, 


21. These dispositions had just been completed, 
when I received a quill despatch, by 2 spy, from Major 
General Sir J. Hope Grant, Commanding the Division, 
then encamped at Etayah, offering his co-operation 
the fallowing moming, the ‘sth November at day-light. 
Anxious as 1 was for the assistance of the Major Gene- 
ral, and conscious that with the Force under his Com- 
mand, under his able direction, the result of the action 
must be more satiafactory than it would be without 
that co-operation, yet as my Foree was then engaged 
with the enemy, and tho ‘Artillery already sufi 
from the fire of the place, I considered that 1 coul 
not withdraw without dishonor to Her Majesty's arms. 
I therefore resolved to continue the attack. My in- 
tention was to carry the outworks, and there wait for 
the Major General's arrival, to attack the interior 
defences. 


22, After the fire of the heavy Battery had con. 
tinued for some time, I directed the ukirmishers to 
advance nearer to the works, Captain Thelwall, with 
the Wing of the Regiment under his Command, forced 
his way through the jungle, strongly opposed by the 
enemy, to within 60 yards of the entrenchment, 
where he was met with’ discharges of grape; finding 
that his position was becoming untenable, and that he 
must either advance or retreat, ho, ‘with’ the prompt 
aud daring resolution of a true Soldior,* determined to 
storm ‘the bastion, from which the guus wore playing 
upon him.

24. T cannot apeak too highly of the conduct of 
this Officer, and of his Regiment. I am indebted to it 
for the success I have described, which ultimately led 
to the capture of the place. I trust the Major Gen 
yal will do me the favour of bringing Captain 
wall's name to the most prominent notice of tha 
Commander-in-Chief, together with the Officers and 
Soldiers he has named in his Report herewith enclosed, 

25. Lieutenant Scratchley, Commanding Royal

een necessary to retrench themselves. 1 would also 
wish hia name brought to the notice of the Comman- 
der-in-Chief. 
26, The enemy having failed in his repeated 
efforts to retake the outworks, was observed about 
Zo'clock to be retiring from the position on the

27, I directed Major Hughes, with all the Caval- 
ry that could be collected, to cross the ford on the 

ht of the enemy"s position and pursue. ‘The nature 
the ground, cut up with ravines, and covered with 
wood, precluded any Horge Artillery being acnt, as 
guns used under such circumstances, would havo been 
‘an encunbrance, instead of a help to him. 

28. I then directed the Troops in the works to ad- 
vance. Just as we were entering the principal work, 
or citadel, a large Mins was exploded, it is supposed 
by a Ghazee, burying in its debris the leading files of 
the Belooch Battalion; had the explosion occurred a 
few minutos later, my loss must have been most 
severe, 

29. It was subsequently discovered that this Mine 
was the principal Powder Magazine of the place, said 
to have contained 8,000 Ibs. of powder. 

80. The enemy then evacuated the whole of the 
works, abandoning all his guns, together with lar, 
quantities of ammunition, stores end provisions. 

81. Major Hughes pursued the enemy for 5 miler 
and preesed him hard, cutting up a great many men, 
The imental Color of the 52nd Regiment was 
oaptured by Lance Duffadar ‘Wallee Mahomed Khan, 
who slow its bearer. 

82. I much regret that the Ist Punjaub Cavalry, 
has been deprived of the services of Ansistant Surgeon 
Clement Smith, who was severely wounded in the 
pursuit, heading a small party of Cavalry in the en- 
deavour to reach his Regiment, to give assistance to 
the wounded. * 

98. The entrenchments and Fort of Rampore Kus- 
sigh aro most extensive and complete. The Enceinto 
is 8 miles in circumference, enclosing an area of 190 
acres, rituated in almost unapproachable ground ; on 
the west side, there are three linea of entrenchmente, 
each covered by a ditch ; most of the parapets of the 
whole work arp,20 feet thick.

86. From the nature of the ground, ,bobh inside 
and outside the works, which affords every fagility for 
concealing both killed and wounded mon, and the 
high crops outwide, it is impossible to arrive.et a cor. 
rept estimate of the loss of the enemy, Many killed 
are constantly being found in the Jungle, and other 
places, and many were scon to be carried off in all di- 
reetions on ponies and‘the country bedstends, I con. 
sider that the loss of the onemy was not loss than 
300 killed ; the wounded cannot be computed. 


87. My losa was severe; it amounts to two 
English Oiicers, severely wounded, four Native Off. 
ors, and 78 of all ranks; total 79 killed and wounded ; 
but I trust, that considering the nature and extent of 
the works, and the importance of the capture, that it 
will be considered unavoidable. 


88, I cannot closo this Report without oxpressing 
the greatest admiration of the gallantry and good 
conduct of the Troops under my Command. I trust 
I may be permitted to mention how much I am in- 
debted to the Officers Commencing Corps, and the 
Stal? Officers of this Force, for the cordal support 
they have all times afforded me. 

Colonel Taylor, C.B., Commanding 79th High 
Ianders ; Lieutenant Colonel Farquhar, C. B, Com- 
manding Belooch Battalion ; Major Middleton, C. B., 
BR. HA, Senior Artillery’ Offiecr of this Force, aro 
entifled to my warmest acknowledgments, 

Major LeMessurier, C.B, who commanded tho 
Heavy Battory, worked his guns with surprising 
rapidity and accuracy, under an annoying fire from 
the place. I am also indebted to him for tho zeal 
and ability displayed in getting his guns across a most 
dificult country, without roads, during these opera 
tions. 

Of Major Hughes and his excellent Regiment, I 
cannot speck too highly ; its conduct under this 
Officer's good leading, hue been adinirable. 

Captain Thelwall, Commanding 9th Punjaub Infan- 
try, and Lieutenant Scratchley, Comman al 
Engineerg, I have already brought to the Major 
neral's notice. 

After the fall of Lieutenant Colonel F' thar, the 
Command of the Belooch Battalion, devolved upon

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Report upon the Fort and Entrenchmonts of 
Kussiah Bompore, Oudh, 


Tho Fort and Entrenghments of Kuaish Rempore 
are situated on a bend or loop of the river Sac. 

‘The Fort being at the top or north-west of this loop, 
aurrounded by thexouthern entrenchments, which close 
the loop to tho south, and by the northern entrench- 
ments, which onclose it on all aides, 

‘They occupy an extent of ground equal to 200 acres, 
and are 8} miles in length. 

‘The interior of these entrenchments is a dense, 
impenetrable bamboo and thorn jungle, through which 
‘a numbor of covered ways, similér to parallels, afford 
communication. 

On the outside the jungle grows close up to the 
works, and in most places 5 or 600 yards or more to 
the front. Paths Jend through it into the Fort, but 
they are of no use, except to the defenders. 

Besides this, a very close and impenctrable abattis 
of ent thorn jungle, is to be found close upon the coun- 
terserap of the ditch of the work, following it in all 
its sinuosities. 

‘This ditch varies from 12 to 18 feet in depth, (in 
one or two places nearly 28 fect) and 8 to 20 feet in 
width, and surrounds the whole of the works, except 
in a few places whero a formidable abattis supplies its 





lace. 
Pithe profile of all the entrenchments in good ; the 
command varying from 10 to 20 feet, the thickness of 
arapet from 10 to 18 feet, and well able to resist the 
Fenvext Ordnance from the nature of the soil, which is 
principally clay, : : 

In some parts the profile consists of two lines of 
parapet, separated from each other by a ditch ; in othors 
two ditches are to be found. 

The interior Fort, or entrenchment, is of the nature 
generally found in this country, = le with cir.

‘This Fort has a very great command over the works 
surrounding it, and the country around.

The trace of the entrenchments is very irregular 
consisting of circular bastions, connected by irregular 
curtains, every bastion having four or more ombrazures 
for guna.

musketry is to be found, and this generally flanks the 
entratices (mentioned before) into the Fort. 

The trace on the whole is good. Tt has a few weal 
points on the river, where the entrenchments close 
upon it.

In fact, if a European Foree had possession of suc! 
works, it could defy any attack, except that of a 

rogalar blockade to starvation. | 

The date of the construction of the different parts 
of the works, is of course difficult to ascertain. I 
should think that all the works, with the exception 
ofthe Fort and western Entrenchments, have boon 
Luilt sing the first outbreak of the mutiny. 

The ditch surgounding them, is however very old. 
Tt has been in 8 great many places. The 
works have considerably strengthened and 
Topaired since’ the. faina; and in some parte there 
ris signs showing that more works wore contem- 

ted.

in his attention to the wounded on that occasion. 
The Governor General offers his acknowledgments 
to Assistant Sungcon Maxwell.

about to take the field for the purpose of assuming the

ountry. 
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2. Aecordingly on the 2nd November, I rode to 
Pertabghur, where my Camp had preeaded me. 

3. Much caro had been previously given to the 
exact calculation of time. The Column under Sir 
Hope Grant, which had recently been aiding the ad- 
vanes of Colonel Kelly from Azinghur ; that under 
Brigadier Wetherall from Seraon ; and thot under 
Brigadior Pinckney at Pertabghur, having been alike 
eombined in their movements for the reduction of tho 
Country through which they passed, and to compel 
the submission of the Rajah “Lall Madho of Amathee, 
if possible without loxs of lite. 

4. During these movements, Sir Hope Grant had 
an affair with tho enemy in the neighbourhood of the 
Goomtev, and took some guns, and Brigadier Wethe- 
ral] stormed the Furt of Rampoor Kus 

5. On my arrival at Pertabyhu 
had respectively reached thy points indieated for a 
general operation against Amath : 

6. 16 was my earnest wish to carry inte execution 
the instructions 1 had the honor to receive from your 
Lordship on the Ist November in completion of” the 
Queen's Provlamation. 1 accordingly gave every 
chance to Lall Madho, who had peculiar claims on 
your Lordship’s clemency, in consequence of the prow 
tection affurded by him to British fugitives at the 
time of the outbreak, 

7. His allegiance was not willingly renderod, and T 
was obliged to close my forces round Amatheo, before 
he would consent to come into’ my Camp. His Fort 
wos then evacusted and bis gnu secured; the for- 
mer has since been destroyed, his land and property 
having heen assured to the Rajah 

. “From Amathee, J moved without delay to 
Shunkerpore, the Fort of Beni Madho, the ‘most in- 
fluential leader of the Byswarra, where I arrived on 
the 15th instant. He was summoned to lay down his 
arms with his followers, on which event taking place, 
life and liberty to go home were to he secured to the 
latter, and u careful consideration of his own claims to 
the former. But he was told in explicit. terms that 
to treat with the Rebels in arms was absolutely for- 
bidden by your Lordship, while in trusting to your 
Lordship’s clemency, ho had nothing to fear. 


9. In order not to alarm him and 0 tp causea 
contfct batwuen, the piequcte, and prevent. the we 
ceptance of the terms by the conduct of his followers, 
the three Brigades under Sir Hope Grant, Brigadier 

inckney, and Brigadier Wetherall were placed on 
the North, South and East’ of his Fort, but out of 
sight, although he was quite aware of their presence. 
Colonel Evelegh, who had been advancing by my 
order from Poorwa to the West, was not quite in time 
to complete the investment, he having been delayed 
of the difficulty of the cross roads. During his ad- 
vance he had taken the Wort of Simree and dispersed a 
body of Rebels. 


10. The Rana Beni Madho taking advantage of 
my extreme forbearance, evacuated the Shunkerpore 
Fort, on the night of the 15th instant, and led his 
Troops, about 10,000 in numbe®, to the Westward, 
Very early in the morning of the 16th, Sir Hope 
Grant was despatched to the Northward to Roy Ba- 
reilly, for the neighbourhood of which place, viz., 
Peroo, the Rana was supposed to be making. On the 
same moming, Brigadier Wetherall’s Brigade, now 
transferred to Celortel Taylor, 79th Hussars, was or- 
dered to move byforced marches to Fyzabad, to com. 
mence the Trans-Gogra movement, I remained for 
two days at Shunkerporo with Brigadior Pinckney’s 
Brigade,now under orders of Colonel J ones,Carabinecrs, 
to enable the Civil Authorities to complete their ar- 
rangements when I moved towards Roy Bareilly. 

Ii. On the 17th, while Brigadier Evelegh was 
purnuing his advance according to his orders, he came 
Scross part of the Rana’s force, numbering about 5,000 
‘men, which he dispersed, taking 8 guns. At that: 
time it was reported that Peroo, on tho Sye, was still 
held, and Colonel Evelegh was ordered to advance on 

































that pluce. Reports were most conflicting aa to the 
direction taken by the Rana. Colonel elegh war 
directed to send in his heavy uns and encumbrances 
to Roy Baruilly, and then to march toward Doundes- 
kera with all despatch, to which we believed the 
Rana would now repair. He wae ined to give 
no rest. I myself moved at the same time to Buch. 
raon in one murch, with the intention of intercepting 
the fugitives when struck by Colonel Evelegh, what 
ever might be their direction. The followers of the 
Tana had again gathered round him at Doundeakera 
Laccordingly joimed Brigadier Kvelogh at Nuggur 
on the 23rd instant, having marched 60 miles in threc 
days, and have reason to congratulate myself on 
having done xo, ax the enemy had again mustered in 
considerable force at the etrony position of Dounden- 
kera, under the Hana in person. ‘The partion, consist 
ing of enclosures of jungle flanked by the Fort of 
Doundeakera and the village of Buksur, is very 
strong.
